Former Portland Mayor Vera Katz told The Oregonian in 
2012 that family demands often kept women out of politics 
in Oregon. 

But that never stopped her. She was the state’s first 
female House speaker, the third female mayor of Portland 
— and a loving Jewish mother. 

She died at age 84 on Monday. 

Colleagues described her as a warm, strong, persistent 
force and a pioneer for women in politics. Her son, Los 
Angeles journalist Jesse Katz, remembers her as a doting 
mother and grandmother and a Jewish immigrant eager to 
give back to the country that gave her family a new life after 
they fled Europe during World War II. 

“America ... rescued her when she was a little girl,” Jesse 
Katz said. 

Katz’s family decided in early December to begin hos- 
pice care for her after she was diagnosed with leukemia. 
The leukemia was the third cancer diagnosis to strike the 
political powerhouse. Complications from the chemother- 
apy used to treat her breast cancer in 2000 and an aggres- 
sive cancer of the reproductive system in 2004 left her with 
kidney problems, for which she underwent dialysis three 
times a week for more than a decade. 

Katz stopped treatment last week, her son said, and she 
died a tranquil death in her bed Monday morning.

Company sues state over pollution crackdown

Bullseye Glass has filed a $30 million lawsuit against Gov. 
Kate Brown and her top environmental regulator, claiming 
they conspired to launch an unprecedented crackdown on 
the Southeast Portland art glass maker to mask the state’s 
own lax record of environmental protection. 

The low-profile company was caught up in an environ- 
mental and political furor in 2016 when its air emissions 
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were linked to elevated levels of certain toxic metals in inner 
Southeast Portland. Local residents were warned not to eat 
vegetables from their gardens. 

“No Oregon business has ever been treated the way Bulls- 
eye was treated,” the company claims. “Bullseye was shut 
down, and its goodwill and good name were irreparably 
damaged, by defendants’ actions.”
